-61 . The arrangement of claim 59, wherein the securing ring is adapted to 
engage with the circumferential retaining groove. - 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has amended the claims to now reflect the embodiment of Figures 3A 

and 3B, which examiner has agreed to examine. An updated search in class 16, sub 
2.1 found US 5103529, US 6588820, and US 3801209 teaching vibration damping 
inserts, but they fail to teach or make obvious that there is a vibration damping ring and 
an additional vibration damping material fixed to the annular surface of the second end 
of the hollow cylinder, and further there is no motivation to provide holding elements 
extending outwardly from an outer surface of the cylindrical member adapted to secure 
the cylinder member in a component opening, since the cited references are not 
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adapted to have the hollow cylindrical member secured to a component opening. 
Numerous references, including US 2663895 teach outward projections for holding a 
bushing in an opening, but the combination as claimed is not taught or obvious. 

Previously-applied Roth and Radke do not have the outward projections, and 
further: 

Radtke's ring does not extend past the 1 st and 2 nd cylinder ends while also 
teaching material fixed to the annular surface of the cylinder's 2 nd end 

Roth's ring does extend past the 1 st and 2 nd cylinder ends but cannot then be 
considered to also have a material fixed to the annular surface of the cylinder's 2 nd end.
